CONCERNING 1VATEHAVAYS 


In order to complicate the legislation for- the. 


lakess to the sea-route by way. of the St. .Law- 
rence river, a bill has'been introduced Into -th^e 
house providing for a ahlp -cSnal from Buffalo 
to the Hudson'and o£ eoui-se proper dredging of 
that stream to make it possible for deep draft 
Vessels to get to.the ocean past Xew York. Xo 
one would object to this 1C it were feasible. But 
It comes now with an end In view of embarras- 
sing the St. Lawrence proposal. 


When some twenty years ago. the barge canal 


•was being discussed and $100,000.000 was to be 
spent on the route, engineers went farther and 
examined the old Eric Canal with, the hope that 
it could be made a route £or deep draft vessels 
'across the state of New York. It was estimated 
that a billion dollars might do it although no one 
-went so far as to get down to the actual figures. 
There are many complications about .he St. Law- 
rence route 'which would disappear with the Eric 
canal route. These have to do with 
Interna- 


tional agreements and .'guarantees all .of which 
must be satisfactorily adjusted before the legisla- 
tion-for the^watenvay may go forward. .With 
Canada as much-in favor of the route as we arc 
here in the United States that should not be an 
Insuperable obstacle:

This threatening situation is the cause ot the 


attention 
which congress is now giving to the 


problem o: the national timber supply.. Several 
measures have been drafted, and the house-com- 
mittee on agriculture has been holding hearings 
on one of them, known as the Snell bill. 


This bill has the support of most of the lum-, 


bor companies, 
and therefore has an excellent 


chance to be cuaclcd Into law. It has a number of 
provisions Cor enlarging the national forests, re- 
foresting 
devastated forest 
areas and -the like. 


But the-Jmportant 
part of the 
problem is the 


protection of forests In 
private ownership from 


forest fires, 
and the- regulation of 
cutting on 


these forests In such a way-that the forest will 
not be1 destroyed but will reproduce Itself. 


The Snell bill seeks to accomplish this by ap- 


propriating large sums of money to be spent by 
the federal governmcVl, in cooperation with the 
state 
governments 
and the owners 
of timber 


lands, in the protection of private forests .from 
'fire. This is to be done on the time-honored sys- 
tem by which the federal 
government will- not 


spend more in any one state than Is appropriat- 
ed in that state locally. • 


This measure Coea not meet with- '.he undivid- 


ed approval of conservationists. It floes not^ive 
the federal power, represented, by the 'secretary 
of agriculture working through the forest- uervlco, 
any direct authority to enforce rules of'tire pro- 
tection or to regulate methods of cutting so that 
forests shall not be .destroyed, 'The federal gov- 
ero:vtcnt merely appropriates 'money,, and makes 
experiments and suggestions. 
The making ami 


enforcing of regulations Is left to the state gov- 
ernments. In the opinion oi those, who hold that 
states' rights are all Important, and'that the ten- 
den'cy of the Federal 
Government -gradually to 


rob the state governments of their power and in- 
dependence must be checked, this Is as it should 
be.
